The  Central  Committee  of  the  Korean  Democratic  Women's  Union  declared  this 
in  its  statement  issued  on  the  4th  calling  upon  the  women  of  various  strata

Without  carrying  out  ideo¬ 
logical  indoctrination  work  well  in  accordance  with  the  stage  and  process 
of  developing  ideological  awareness  and  the  preparedness  and  situation  of 
the  people,  it  is  impossible  to  deeply  implant  the  revolutionary  ideology 
among  the  people  and  to  make  them  true  revolutionaries.  Furthermore,  the 
cause  of  dyeing  the  entire  society  with  chuche  thought  brings  higher 
demands  in  the  work  of  establishing  the  world  revolutionary  position. 
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The  cause  of  dyeing  the  entire  society  with  chuche  thought  is  a  severe 
and  hard  struggle  against  the  class  enemy  and  reactionary  ideologies,  and 
for  the  building  of  socialism  and  communism.  We  must  cope  with  many  hard¬ 
ships  to  attain  the  reunification  of  the  fatherland  and  travel  a  difficult 
course  to  build  socialism  and  communism,  while  carrying  out  the  revolution 
to  the  end  for  the  forthcoming  generation.  In  order  to  develop  the  future 
of  our  revolution  through  thick  and  thin  and  carry  out  the  cause  of  the 
chuche  ideology  to  the  end,  all  party  members  and  workers  must  make  them¬ 
selves  ardent,  chuche-based  revolutionaries  endlessly  loyal  to  the  great 
leader,  possessing  a  revolutionary  belief,  firm  will  and  revolutionary 
awareness  which  remains  firm  under  all  circumstances.  In  order  to  make 
the  people  true  revolutionaries  firmly  prepared  and  armed  with  the  ideo¬ 
logical  and  spiritual  features  of  communists  of  the  highest  level,  we  must 
consolidate  ideological  revolution  and  ceaselessly  deepen  ideological 
indoctrination  work.  Ideological  indoctrination  work  must  be  carried  out 
well  and  deeply,  consistent  with  the  demand  of  revolutionary  duties  and 
the  present  situation.

Unlike  the  capitalist  society,  the  acceleration  of  economic  construction 
and  the  endless  development  of  the  society  in  a  socialist  society  are 
achieved  by  the  lofty  political  awareness  and  revolutionary  enthusiasm  of 
the  people.  The  lofty  political  awareness  and  revolutionary  enthusiasm 
of  the  people  are  the  ideological  and  spiritual  source  for  bringing  end¬ 
less  strength  and  popular  courage  to  bear  in  socialist  economic  construction 
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and  constitute  an  all-powerful  struggle  capability.  Increasing  to  the 
maximum  extent  the  political  awareness  and  revolutionary  enthusiasm  of 
the  functionaries  and  workers  occupying  the  posts  and  units  of  the  social¬ 
ist  construction  is  the  key  to  development  of  socialist  and  communist  con¬ 
struction  and  to  constant,  rapid  economic  construction  and  a  rapidly  grow¬ 
ing  economy.  Consequently,  we  must  solve  the  economic  problems  of  carrying 
out  the  complicated  and  vast  tasks  of  the  year  of  readjustment  only  in 
accord  with  the  party's  ideological  theory  and  by  increasing  the  political 
awareness  and  revolutionary  enthusiasm  of  the  people. 

In  reinforcing  ideological  indoctrination  work  we  must  firmly  arm  all 
functionaries  including  [word  indistinct]  functionaries  with  the  lofty 
militant  awareness  of  their  duties.  All  functionaries  will  then  strive 
to  unconditionally  carry  out  the  party  line  always  with  the  attitude  of 
being  master,  thoroughly  pursue  the  political  and  economic  organizational 
work  and  far  better  carry  out  their  missions.  In  addition,  we  must  well 
and  thoroughly  carry  out  ideological  indoctrination  work  among  the  party 
members  and  workers.  Thus  the  life  of  the  party  members  and  workers  will 
be  improved  every  day  and  they  can  register  constant  innovations  in  pro¬ 
duction  and  construction,  fully  demonstrating  the  revolutionary  enthusiasm 
and  the  revolutionary  spirit  of  self-reliance,  being  relieved  from  want 
and  anxiety.

Theoretical  indoctrination,  by  always  clearly  showing  objectives  and 
fundamentals  of  ideological  indoctrination  work,  enable  the  party  members 
and  workers  to  better  understand  the  principle  of  the  revolution  and 
accept  it  as  life  itself.  By  thoroughly  carrying  out  theoretical  indoc¬ 
trination,  we  can  have  the  party  members  and  workers  sort  out  right  and 
wrong  by  being  firmly  armed  with  the  world  revolutionary  position,  and 
travel  the  road  of  revolution  under  all  circumstances  with  firm  beliefs 
and  iron-willed  conviction.  The  foremost  task  in  theoretical  indoctrina¬ 
tion  work  is  that  we  arm  the  party  members  and  workers  with  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  revolution.  Above  all,  we  must  make  the  party  members 
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and  workers  understand  the  revolutionary  struggle  and  the  characteristics 
of  the  achievements  developed,  prosecuted  and  accomplished  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  the  leader  of  the  working  class.  In  addition,  we  must  make  the 
party  members  and  workers,  thoroughly  keeping  in  mind  that  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  cause  of  the  working  class  can  be  achieved  only  through  the  revo¬ 
lutionary  concept  of  the  leader  and  the  way  developed  by  the  leader,  to 
unswervingly  and  strenuously  struggle  along  the  path  of  loyalty,  always 
upholding  the  revolutionary  concept  of  the  great  leader. 

Another  important  issue  in  theoretical  indoctrination  is  that  we  must  have 
the  party  members  and  workers  thoroughly  root  out  all  obsolete  ideologies 
and  traditions  and  fully  arm  them  with  spiritual,  moral  aspects  of  the 
communists.  By  making  the  party  members  and  workers  understand  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  the  socialist  society,  which  is  based  on  collectivism,  we  must 
make  them  struggle  with  all  their  strength  for  the  fatherland,  the  people, 
the  party  and  the  revolution,  with  the  lofty  awareness  of  being  masters  of 
the  nation  and  society,  to  cherish  the  property  of  the  state  as  their  own 
and  positively  participate  in  common  work.  At  the  same  time,  by  reinforcing 
communist  moral  indoctrination,  we  must  make  the  party  members  and  workers 
always  respect  the  revolutionary  system  and  organization,  subordinate  their 
interests  to  the  interests  of  the  organizations  and  the  state,  thoroughly 
obey  the  social  morality  and  the  public  order,  love  and  take  care  of  their 
revolutionary  brothers  and  possess  the  lofty  character  of  helping  and  guid¬ 
ing  each  other. 

Also  among  the  party  members  and  workers  we  must  make  them  clearly  under¬ 
stand  the  reactionary  nature  of  the  bourgeoisie  and  the  corruption  of  the 
capitalist  society,  so  that  they  may  sternly  struggle  to  check  the  ideo¬ 
logical  and  cultural  infiltration  of  imperialism  as  well  as  all  anti¬ 
people,  anti-revolutionary  ideologies,  not  allowing  the  emergence  of  the 
slightest  trace  of  any  reactionary  ideologies  in  our  society,  nor  the 
infiltration  of  them  from  outside. 

An  important  factor  in  perfectly  and  thoroughly  carrying  out  ideological 
indoctrination  work  is  that  we  closely  link  present  revolutionary  tasks 
with  the  struggle  to  carry  out  the  economic  policy  of  the  party.  When  we 
carry  out  ideological  indoctrination  work  closely  linked  with  the  struggle 
to  carry  out  party  policy,  we  can  further  accelerate  revolutionization  and 
the  working  classization  of  the  people  and  successfully  carry  out  economic 
work.  It  is  a  significant  demand  of  our  party  today  that  we  make  the  func¬ 
tionaries  and  workers  thoroughly  carry  out  the  party  line  with  a  lofty 
political  awareness  of  the  revolutionary  cause  and  an  attitude  of  being 
master,  and  that  we  concentrate  on  ideological  indoctrination  work. 

All  party  organizations  and  functionaries,  upholding  the  party  line  that 
they  closely  link  party  work  with  economic  work,  must  direct  their  atten¬ 
tion  to  correctly  carrying  out  economic  work  and  aggressively  and  ambi¬ 
tiously  carry  out  political  and  ideological  indoctrination  work  so  that 
the  functionaries  and  workers,  with  the  awareness  of  being  master,  fully 
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demonstrate  their  revolutionary  enthusiasm  and  initiative  and  thoroughly 
carry  out  the  militant  tasks  of  this  year. 

In  this  way,  as  instructed  by  the  great  leader  and  with  a  higher  party 
spirit,  working  class  spirit  and  popular  spirit,  all  functionaries  must 
thoroughly  carry  out  party  policies  by  vigorously  and  keenly  planning 
every  minor  thing,  pushing  ahead  with  all  work  in  a  revolutionary  spirit 
and  thus  responsively  carrying  through  the  assigned  tasks. 

By  displaying  the  lofty  revolutionary  spirit  of  self-reliance  and  with  a 
manner  worthy  of  masters  of  the  revolution,  all  party  members  and  working 
people  must  carry  out,  without  fail,  the  revolutionary  tasks  assigned  to 
them  by  the  party,  work  carefully  and  economically,  save  even  a  drop  of 
oil,  produce  just  one  more  ton  of  coal  and  thus  become  a  truthworthy  and 
true  patriot. 

The  party  functionaries  and  the  three  revolution  team  members  must  carry 
out  ideological  indoctrination  work  and  ideological  struggle  more  thoroughly 
in  order  to  eliminate  all  types  of  corrupt  ideological  elements  such  as 
formalism  and  over-cautionism  which  hinder  the  implementation  of  the  party 
policies.

Another  important  question  arising  in  conducting  ideological  indoctrina¬ 
tion  work  in  a  substantial  manner  and  in  great  depth  is,  rather  than  uni¬ 
formly  using  one  method  alone,  to  plan  and  execute  the  work  in  conformity 
with  the  characteristics  of  the  target.

The  society  is  composed  of  people  of  different  levels  of  knowledge,  tastes, 
assigned  duty  and  work  conditions.  Therefore,  ideological  indoctrination 
work  must  be  done  in  conformity  with  the  individual  characteristics  and 
level  of  knowledge  of  the  people,  using  various  formats  and  methods. 

Like  a  medical  doctor  prescribing  for  a  patient  in  accordance  with  his 
condition  of  disease  and  physical  constitution,  we  must  carefully  and 
deeply  grasp  the  characteristics  of  people  and  then  plan  ideological 
indoctrination  work  in  conformity  with  these  characteristics.  At  the 
same  time,  we  must  also  use  our  brains  to  seek  a  method  that  is  suitable 
to  the  preferences  and  understanding  of  the  people. 

Ideological  indoctrination  work  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  psychology 
and  emotion  of  the  masses  can  hardly  achieve  success,  no  matter  how  good 
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the  form  may  be.  The  success  of  ideological  indoctrination  work  is 
decided  not  by  its  form  and  [word  indistinct]  but  by  results  in  other 
words ,  how  much  the  ideological  indoctrination  work  has  changed  and 
improved  the  ideological  awareness  of  the  people. 

Therefore,  we  must  carry  out  ideological  indoctrination  work  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  ideological  indoctrination  can  touch  the  people's  hearts 
and  emotion  and  make  them  fully  understand. 

An  important  thing  in  carrying  out  the  ideological  indoctrination  work  in 
great  depth  and  in  substantial  manner  is  to  go  deeply  among  the  masses  in 
accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  propaganda  and  agitation  work  method  of 
the  anti-Japanese  guerrillas,  and  to  energetically  conduct  indoctrination 
work  in  a  handy  and  convenient  way  without  using  a  fixed  form  or  rule. 

In  the  stem  and  arduous  days  of  the  anti-Japanese  armed  struggle,  under

All  functionaries,  through  the  use  of  the  most  active  mobile  oral  propa¬ 
ganda  activities  and  the  explanation  of  party  policies  in  easier  and 
understandable  terms  and  words,  must  see  to  it  that  the  masses  can  act  as 
instructed  by  the  party  all  the  time  and  vigorously  carry  out  the  party 
policies . 
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Another  important  question  arising  in  conducting  ideological  indoctrina¬ 
tion  work  in  great  depth  and  in  a  substantial  manner  is  to  decisively 
enhance  the  political  and  practical  abilities  and  cultural  indoctrination 
of  the  functionaries.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  February  9  (KCNA) — The  Central  Committee  of  the  Korean 
Journalists  Union  on  February  8  issued  a  statement  calling  upon  the  South

[Text]  Pyongyang,  February  10  (KCNA) — The  Association  of  Former  South 
Korean  Politicians  in  the  North  for  the  Promotion  of  Peaceful  Reunifica¬ 
tion  made  public  a  statement  on  February  9  fully  supporting  the  new 
national  salvation  proposal  adopted  at  the  recent  joint  meeting  of  polit¬ 
ical  parties  and  public  organizations  in  Pyongyang  and  appealing  to  all 
political  parties,  public  organizations,  people  of  all  strata  and  opposi¬ 
tion  political  figures  in  South  Korea  to  actively  join  the  nationwide 
struggle  for  realizing  it. 

The  statement  noted:  The  Association  of  Former  South  Korean  Politicians 
in  the  North  for  the  Promotion  of  Peaceful  Reunification  formed  with  for¬ 
mer  politicians  and  figures  of  various  parties  and  groupings  of  South 
Korea  who  now  live  in  the  North  considers  that  the  recent  new  proposal 
correctly  embodying  the  policy  of  the  country's  independent  and  peaceful 
reunification  advanced  by  respected  and  beloved  President  Kim  Il-song, 
the  great  leader  of  our  nation,  is  the  most  fair,  patriotic,  realistic  and 
great  national  salvation  programme  reflecting  the  unanimous  desire  and 
will  of  the  whole  nation  and  fully  supports  and  warmly  hails  this. 

The  statement  lashed  the  South  Korean  rulers  for  persistently  pursuing  the 
criminal  "two  Koreas"  plot  going  against  the  desire  of  the  whole  nation 
and  the  urgent  demand  of  the  times. 

It  said:  It  is  we  Koreans  who  will  undergo  sufferings  when  the  split  of 
the  nation  is  perpetuated  in  our  country  and  it  is  none  other  than  we 
Koreans  who  will  suffer  disasters  if  a  nuclear  war  breaks  out  as  a  con¬ 
sequence  of  split  and  confrontation.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  February  10  (KCNA) — New  innovations  in  coal  production 
are  reported  from  coal  mines  under  the  General  Bureau  of  Coal  Industry. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  us  in  his  New  Year  address 
that  great  efforts  should  be  directed  to  keeping  the  mining  industries 
decidedly  ahead  of  the  processing  industries  as  one  of  the  central  tasks 
facing  us  this  year. 

The  capacities  of  the  thermal  power  plants  and  the  processing  industries 
showed  a  remarkable  growth  in  our  country  in  the  course  of  the  struggle 
for  the  overall  fulfilment  of  the  tasks  of  the  six-year  plan  in  the  recent 
years.  This  led  to  the  increase  of  the  demand  for  coal  in  particular. 

The  coal  mines  are  raising  production  still  higher  by  giving  precedence 
to  earth-scraping  and  capital  tunnelling  and  effecting  technical  innova¬ 
tions  to  fully  meet  the  demand  for  coal  at  the  thermal  power  plants  and 
other  industrial  establishments  and  different  domains. 

The  coal  miners  and  the  members  of  three-revolution  teams  have  lifted  the 
amount  of  capital  tunnelling  to  105  per  cent,  preparatory  tunnelling  to 
110.6  per  cent  and  coal  output  to  112  per  cent  above  the  average  level  at 
the  end  of  last  year. 

The  coal  mines  in  South  Hamgyong  Province  have  brought  about  a  signal 
innovation  in  production  by  giving  precedence  to  earth-scraping  and  tun¬ 
nelling  and  actively  introducing  highly  efficient  coal-cutting  equipment. 

The  Yonghung  Youth  Coal  Mine,  an  open-cast  mine,  concentrated  the  large- 
size  excavators  and  heavy-duty  trucks  on  earth-scraping.  As  a  result,  it 
beat  its  target  for  last  month  at  110  per  cent  on  the  23rd  and,  entering 
February,  it  is  surpassing  the  daily  coal  production  quota  by  more  than 
50  per  cent  by  intensifying  the  speed  battle. 

The  coal  mines  in  the  northern  region,  a  dependable  coal  production  base 
of  the  country,  topped  every  day  in  January  the  daily  average  of  December 
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last  year  by  46.2  per  cent  in  capital  tunnelling  and  22.5  per  cent  in 
coal  output.  It  is  maintaining  a  high  level  in  production  this  month. 

The  coal  mines  under  the  Tokchon  District  Coal  Industry  Management 
Bureau  have  of  late  raised  the  daily  coal  output  by  20  per  cent  above  the 
daily  average  in  the  comparable  period  last  year  by  raising  a  fiercer 
flame  of  the  collective  innovation  drive. 

The  Toksong  Coal  Mine  has  increased  the  results  of  capital  and  preparatory 
tunnelling  by  30  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  like  time  last  year.  By 
introducing  highly  efficient  coal-cutting  methods,  the  miners  there  are 
excavating  every  day  more  than  1,000  tons  of  coal  above  the  daily  average 
at  the  end  of  last  year.
